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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to applicant's amendment received on 7/1 1/03. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-7, 10-11, 13-19 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Douglass et al. 

Douglass discloses the invention including a pivot frame 42, a pivot assembly 46, a blade 
assembly 1, first biasing means 48 and second biasing means (the pin that connect the member 
46 with the member 42). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 8-9 and 12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant 
argues that the Examiner has cited the neck portion 44 to be the pivot assembly, is not pivotally 
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coupled to the grip portion 42. However, applicant's remarks are wrong because there is no 
pivot assembly 44 cited in the rejection, instead the pivot assembly 46 was cited. Also, applicant 
argues that Douglas's reference discloses only one pivot body, when applicant's invention 
discloses two pivot bodies. However, Douglas teaches two pivot bodies (see col. 4, line 6-8). 
Applicant argues that Douglas's device does not disclose the biasing means. However, Douglas 
teaches the biasing means 48 and the pin that connect the member 46 with the member 42. 
There is no difference between the biasing member and the connecting member in the claims. In 
order to overcome this issue, an introduction of the difference between the biasing member and 
the connecting member would be satisfactory.
